Divisive debate. 
GSA members call 
for reform to align 
Bill 10 to Bill 202 


Alberta’s premier accepted re¬ 
sponsibility for the “divisive 
debate” that’s erupted over his 
party’s gay-rights bill Thursday 
and said he would delay a final 
decision on the proposed meas¬ 
ures until the new year. 

Proponents say Bill 10 
would create new avenues 
for students hoping to estab¬ 
lish gay-straight alliances in 
schools, but it stops short of 
mandating that educators sup¬ 
port the clubs. 

Before Prentice’s announce¬ 
ment, LGBTQ community 
members staged a rally and 
thousands signed an online 
petition voicing displeasure 
with the bill. Within the Toiy 
party, former deputy premier 
Thomas Lulcaszuk and others 
had also expressed concerns 
with the measures. 

“The issue was polarizing 
to begin with and has become 
ever more so,” Prentice con¬ 
ceded in a late-aftemoon news 
conference after the provincial 
legislature was promptly ad¬ 
journed for the week. 

“I accept responsibility for 
where we are. We’ll pull back, 
we’ll pause, we’ll reconsider 
this and we’ll hear from Alber¬ 
tans,” the premier added. 

Members of current GSAs 
— there are 45 operating in 
Calgaiy and Edmonton pub¬ 
lic schools collectively — say 
the clubs are open to all and 
meant to promote caring and 
understanding in their schools. 


Critics say Bill 10 stops short of 
addressing homophobia and 
transphobia. 

“I want something to be 
done, but this isn’t precise 
enough. This isn’t what we 
asked for,” said GSA member 
Zander Hartman, who attends 
Edmonton’s Ross Sheppard 
School. 

Sam Dyck, a member of the 
GSA at Calgary’s Forest Lawn 
High School, agrees. 

Dyck said that, before GSAs 
in his school, he was scared 
to walk down the halls or go 
into the bathroom. Now, the 
16-year-old said his entire 
school has started to take part 
in gay-rights discussions. 

“The whole school believes 
that Bill 10 is not right,” Dyck 
said, adding Laurie Blakeman’s 
Bill 202 is “perfect for Alberta.” 

Blakeman’s bill would have 
mandated support for those 
hoping to establish a GSA. 
After Prentice’s announce¬ 
ment, she said there was still 
hope to bring back her original 
proposal — but likely not unfit 
the new year. 

Alberta NDP Leader Rachel 
Notley has also criticized the 
bill and said the measures pro¬ 
posed were a clear indication 
the ruling Tories are out of 
touch with average citizens. 

“My response to this is that, 
rather than pressing ‘pause’ on 
Bill 10, the government ought 
to simply be pressing ‘delete’ 
completely,” Notley said.

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Killing of cougar 
justified: Alberta 
Justice review 

A provincial review into 
the September killing 
of a cougar that wan¬ 
dered close to a Calgary 
hospital has found that 
responding officers made 
the right call. 

Dramatic footage of 
the Sept. 18 incident 
emerged on social media. 
The cougar had wandered 
through a construction 
site and then nestled 
down in some grass near 
the entrance to the South 
Health Campus. 

In a video captured by 
a horrified spectator in¬ 
side the hospital, Alberta 
Fish and Wildlife officers 
could be seen closing in 
on the animal and then 
shooting it multiple 
times. At one point, the 
animal appeared to try to 
flee after being shot. 

The incident sparked a 
heated debate, with some 
saying the animal should 
have been tranquilized 
or captured using a net 
instead. 

But a report posted 
online Thursday “found 
that euthanizing the 
cougar was the most 
appropriate response 
to ensure public safety, 
particularly as it was in 
an urban area.” 

The report adds: “Cou¬ 
gars are large predators 
whose speed and agility 
can make them difficult 
to contain and/or locate 
after being hit with a 
tranquilizer dart.” 

Fish and Wildlife of¬ 
ficers followed “Alberta’s 
cougar response matrix,” 
as is protocol in cases of 
“cougars entering urban 
areas,” the report goes on 
to say.

What started as a normal 
workday for a city EPCOR 
employee ended with him 
restraining a suspect while 
an Edmonton police officer 
slapped on a pair of hand¬ 
cuffs, a gut reaction that 


earned him appreciation 
from the city’s top cop. 

According to EPCOR Tech¬ 
nologies employee Jordan 
Sieker, the incident started 
when he noticed a man acting 
irregularly and causing a com¬ 
motion near where EPCOR 
employees were working. 

Suddenly, Sieker said, a 
police car pulled up and the 
suspect took off. 

“The cop started running 
and I (saw) there was just one 
cop, so I followed the cop,” he 
added. 

Once the officer had 
caught up to the suspect, 
Sieker offered a helping hand 


restraining the man’s legs 
while the EPS member hand¬ 
cuffed him. 

“I didn’t think it was that 
special,” Sieker said. 

While Sieker stresses 
he’s no hero, EPS Chief Rod 
Knecht personally thanked 
the Edmonton man for the 
part he played in arresting a 
suspect just over two months 
ago. 

“In my role as chief of po¬ 
lice, I look for examples that 
validate our officers are mak¬ 
ing a difference in the com¬ 
munity,” wrote Knecht in the 
letter sent last week. “When 
citizens step up, as you both 


did, it sends a clear message 
that public safety is a priority 
for all Edmontonians.” 

Const. Philipp Gaudig- 
Rueger, the officer on scene 
that day, said this was his first 
experience of a bystander get¬ 
ting physical to help police. 

“It was good,” he said. “I 
was glad to see that. It defin¬ 
itely helped me out and made 
my life easier.” 

For Sieker, lending a help¬ 
ing hand just seemed like the 
right thing to do, he said. 

“I think most people 
would have done it if they 
were in that situation. I would 
hope, anyways.” 
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311 app now allows cyclists 
to report winter obstacles 


Snow removal. City 
aims to clear paths 
within 48 hours

Avid cyclist Molly MacDoug- 
all is one of several Edmon¬ 
tonians who have turned 
to the city’s 311 app this 
winter to report unplowed 
paths, the first time users 
have been able to do so in 
the wintertime via their 
smartphones. 

The system has worked 
well for some paths that 
MacDougall cycles on, with 
most cleared within the 
city’s 48-hour time frame 
for shared-use paths and 
sidewalks. 


“The Saskatchewan Drive 
trail took a little bit longer 
and it’s still not cleared 100 
per cent,” she said. 

Complaints of some 
multi-use trails in the city 
in need of snow removal 
remain in the reported sec¬ 
tion of the 311 app. 

“Snow is still a factor in 
Edmonton, cyclists are still 
using the roads so they — 
like any other road user — 
can make use of the app,” 
said Catherine Kloczlcow- 
slci, transportation plan¬ 
ning spokeswoman. 

City officials already 
turn to social media to see 
which areas cyclists are not¬ 
ing, but add the 311 app 
allows them to take action 
quicker. 

“We encourage every¬ 
body to go through the 
proper channels when it 
comes to snow mainten¬ 


ance of any kind and that’s 
311,” said Kloczkowski. 

But MacDougall added 
that a confirmation num¬ 
ber option should be added 
to the app so cyclists and 
other road users like herself 
can check in on the city’s 
progress with their request. 

“I couldn’t call in to find 
the status of the request, 
which is disappointing,” 
she said. 

The app is expected to 
grow with the city, as some 
8,400 users had already 
downloaded it as of Oct. 1. 

The hope is that the app 
will complement the call- 
centre service already of¬ 
fered to Edmontonians. 

That service gets 
about 190,000 
calls a month.

Province says no ALERT funding cut next year

The provincial government 
says it has no intention of 
cutting funding from the 
Alberta Law Enforcement 
Response Team, despite 
comments from the group’s 
chair that he was asked 
to prepare for a smaller 
budget. 

Edmonton police Com¬ 
missioner Shami Sandhu, 
who is also chair of ALERT’S 
board, said he’s been asked 
to prepare a budget that 
would amount to dozens of 
fewer officers. 


“We’re looking at, ap¬ 
proximately, a loss of 70 
positions to fulfill the 
budget target that they 
have given us,” he said. 

The ALERT program in¬ 
cludes specialized units to 
tackle Internet child ex¬ 
ploitation, organized crime 
and gangs, marijuana grow- 
ops, fugitive apprehension, 
and surveillance. The of¬ 
ficers are pulled into the 
team from police agencies 
across the province. 

Sandhu said he drafted a 


business plan in line with 
what the province had 
asked for. 

“There are some entire 
programs that will get cut 
out of ALERT. Others will 
get watered down and they 
will lose their effective¬ 
ness,” he said. 

Jessica Jacobs-Mino, a 
spokeswoman for Justice 
Minister Jonathan Denis, 
said the province has no 
intention of lowering the 
group’s funding next year. 

“It will remain the same 


in 2015-16 as it is this 
year and that is sufficient 
enough to support current 
staffing,” she said. 

She didn’t comment on 
Sandhu’s suggestion, but 
insisted the funding would 
remain the same. 

“I’m not sure what he 
means by that, but I can 
tell you from the provincial 
level that our funding levels 
are remaining the same,” 
she said. “I think there was 
a misunderstanding.”

EDMONTON NEEDS MORE 
‘HYGGE’ OVER THE WINTER 


Dangerous road conditions 
and winter weather didn’t 
slow drivers down in school 
zones last week, as the city 
ticketed more than 200 
vehicles speeding in the 
regulated areas. 

Traffic safety supervisor 
Dennis Tetreault called the 
number of drivers driving 
over the speed limit after a 
deluge of snow last Thursday 
near schools disconcerting. 

Tetreault said since stop¬ 
ping distance is considerably 
greater on a snow-paclced 
road compared to a dry pave¬ 
ment, speeding is even more 
dangerous, especially with 
children close by. 

At the beginning of Sep¬ 
tember when the school 
zones were first introduced, 
the city handed out 5,480 
warning tickets to speedy 
drivers. Since Nov. 12, the 
city switched to ticketing 
speeders, snapping 3,515 
photo radar tickets across 
236 school zones in just 
three weeks. 

Tetreault said the city 
has opted to increase en¬ 
forcement around school

• “The people that speed 
need to be educated that 
they are around children 
and there's a risk," he 
said.

zones — averaging 17 to 18 
a day — after a number of 
requests from parents who 
were concerned with speed¬ 
ing. 

“We’re basically putting 
a pretty big focus during 
the day on school zones,” he 
said.

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It’s not easy to embrace winter. 

Not when you’re awake 
before sunrise and the remote 
car starter is pooched. Not 
when you have to unearth 
your vehicle and the only 
thing icier than your steering 
wheel is your hands because 
some time between yesterday 
and this morning your gloves 
entered another dimension 
and won’t return until spring 
cleaning. Not when you arrive 
to a sidewalk to pick and 
shovel. 

When your water pipes 
have frozen and burst and left 
you with a $2,000 bill, lacking 
sunlight seems like the least 
important contributor to Sea¬ 
sonal Affective Disorder. 

But if you ask the Danes 

— regularly ranked by the 
Organization for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development as 
the happiest people on Earth 

— they’ll tell you that winter 
is the best time to partake 


in their favourite past-time: 
“hygge” 

Pronounced HYU-gah, it’s 
hard to pronounce and even 
harder to define. It’s like 
an emotional turduclcen of 
coziness, mirth and intimacy 
— with some trimmings of 
togetherness and relaxation. It 
can be a noun, verb or adjec¬ 
tive (hyggeligt). You can hygge 
alone with a book or have a 
hyggeligt time with friends. 

“It’s a particular atmos¬ 
phere where you feel a sense 
of safety and warmth and 
pleasantness,” says Marina 
Allemano, a Danish adjunct 
professor with the University 
of Alberta’s department of 
Modem Languages and Cultur¬ 
al Studies. “It’s a psychological 
rescue, and Danish people seek 
it a lot during the winter just 
to feel better.” 

Norwegians — also high on 
the OECD’s happiness index — 
have a similar word, lcoselig. 
And though you can hygge 
or lcoselig year-round, the 
concepts especially help the 
Northerners beat the winter 
doldmms. 


“I go to Denmark eveiy 
year,” says Allemano, “and if 
you go in the winter, when 
there’s dreariness in the 
streets, you just want to go 
home and create that atmos¬ 
phere with the people you’re 
with.” 

Danes might have to hygge 
harder than Edmontonians 
without that Prairie sunshine, 
so it’s no wonder they take it 
so seriously. 

“One of the greatest compli¬ 
ments after a dinner,” she 
explains, “is to get a call the 
next morning and someone 
says, ‘That was a veiy hyggeligt 
evening.’ It was intimate, it 
was cozy, friendly, no argu¬ 
ments. You had the candles 
lit.” 

So how can bring some 
hygge to your life? 

Above all, you’ll need time 
— something harder to find 
in our increasingly busy, over¬ 
scheduled lives. But once that’s 
carved out, gather friends (but 
not too many), music (but not 
too loud), comfort foods and 
libations (preferably mulled 
wine). Bonus points for pillows,

blankets and wool sweaters. 

Are your ceiling lights on? 
Turn them off. Hygge requires 
table lamps and a nearly 
hazardous amount of candles. 
(“Candles have always been a 
bit of a fetish,” she says.) 

Finally, start a fire and a 
conversation, then bask in 
the physical and emotional 
warmth you’ve created — let¬ 
ting -20 C weather and total 
darkness slip from memoiy. 

And you can hygge alone, 
too, by cozying up with Baileys- 
soalced coffee and cats by the 
“inglenoolc” — a particularly 
lovely word that means the 
comer by a fireplace.

Christine Wronlco, with 
Alberta’s Ministiy of Trans¬ 
portation, said it’s part of the 
process of keeping the legisla¬ 
tion current. 

“We want to make sure 
that our legislation is up to 
date,” she said. 

Wronlco said that, with 
the province’s unique ap¬ 
proach to driver training, it’s 
important to make sure it’s 
being done right. 

“Alberta is the only juris¬ 
diction that licenses private-

sector individuals to be driver 
examiners, so we just want 
to be sure the examiners are 
conducting the program in a 
fair way,” she said. 

Wronko said they have

She said right-hand-drive 
vehicles are also a growing 
concern, and the province 
wants to know what the pub¬ 
lic believes should be done 
about them. 

“We do know that they 
pose a safety risk, based on 
the research that we have, 
because our roadways aren’t 
engineered for right-hand- 
drive vehicles,” Wronko said.

The Edmonton Police Service 
(EPS) presented a pitch for 84 
new officers to city council 
Tuesday, while Mayor Don Ive¬ 
son made an impassioned plea 
for more support from the 
provincial government. 

The force is looking for 40 
new officers in the downtown 
to help address growth in the 
area, an additional nine to 
continue a successful pilot pro¬ 
ject on the LRT system and 35 
other officers for a wide array 
of assignments, including cyber 
crime and the child-protection 
unit. 

Police Chief Rod Knecht said 
the force has to catch up to a 
swell in the number of calls for 
service. 

“We would love to invest 
more in prevention but we’re 
not there in this particular 
cycle,” he said. 

Iveson said he’s not sure 
what council will do with the 
police requests but generally 
he wants more effort from the

province to focus on preven¬ 
tion. 

He said the province can’t 
keep postponing those sorts 
of investments that will ultim¬ 
ately help the province in the 
long run. 

“I don’t care what the price 
of oil is. This province is better 
than that, and the provincial 
government needs to figure out 
its fiscal situation.” 

Iveson said Edmonton¬ 
ians have increased the police 
budget 55 per cent in the last 
eight years, while provincial 
support has grown by only four 
per cent. 

He said that, especially given 
the fact so many of the people 
Edmonton police deal with 
come from outside the city, it’s 
past time the province invest 
more in preventing crime. 

“To hammer taxpayers with 
a significant increase to pay for 
policing when we are picking 
up the pieces for Northern Al¬ 
berta just simply isn’t fair,” the 
mayor said.

United Nurses of Alberta 
president Heather Smith told 
Metro this week Alberta Health 
Services has made progress in 
addressing the concerns nurses 
raised about Ebola preparation 
two months ago. 

“We think that they have 
taken significant steps to ac¬ 
quire equipment and make 
modifications and changes to 
their protocols based on con¬ 
cerns that either we or other 


unions have raised,” Smith said. 

In October, Smith said nurs¬ 
es came to AHS officials with a 
variety of concerns over safety 
in the event that a case of the 
deadly infectious disease was to 
arrive in Alberta. 

“We didn’t have regular 
training in terms of putting on 
and taking off protective equip¬ 
ment, we didn’t have protective 
equipment, we didn’t have pro¬ 
cedures and protocols in place 


— all of that had to be veiy 
rapidly redeveloped,” Smith 
said. 

Nurses began holding 
weekly meetings with AHS of¬ 
ficials over Ebola preparations 
and have since scaled back to 
bi-weekly meetings, she added, 
in addition to regular emailing. 

Calgaiy’s South Health Cam¬ 
pus began running mock Ebola 
scenarios in October, and in 
November a patient was trans¬

ferred immediately into isola¬ 
tion at the designated Ebola fa¬ 
cility after arriving at the Peter 
Lougheed Centre with concern¬ 
ing symptoms. She later tested 
negative for Ebola. Dr. Richard 
Musto, medical officer of health 
for the Calgaiy Zone, said she 
was the third patient in Alberta 
to be “queried” for Ebola. 

So far, there have been no 
confirmed cases of the disease 
in Canada.

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New Jersey governor: 

U.S. undervalues Canada 


New Jersey’s governor and 
one of the Republican party’s 
top prospects to make a run 
for the White House in 2016 
says Americans don’t put 
enough stock in their relation¬ 
ship with Canada. 

Chris Christie travelled 
to Calgary Thursday to meet 
with Alberta Premier Jim Pren¬ 
tice and talk about energy. 

His message is similar to 
the one he delivered on a trip 
to Mexico earlier this year:

“I’ve gotten the impression 
over time, watching American 
foreign policy, that Canada 
has been an afterthought and 
I believe it should be a first 
thought,” he said. 

“I don’t think we pay 
enough attention to this re¬ 
lationship as Americans in 
general. I’ve made a veiy 
conscious decision to come 
to Canada and to come here 
to Alberta because we should 
treat our friends with both re¬ 
spect and attention.” 

Christie is a big supporter 
of the controversial Keystone 
XL pipeline that would carry 


Alberta oilsands crude to the 
U.S. Gulf Coast and he was 
happy to show it Thursday. 

“It should be approved,” he 
said. 

Christie was to give a 
speech to the Calgaiy Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce before trav¬ 
elling to Ottawa on Friday for 
a meeting with Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper. 

The governor is considered 
one of the Republican party’s 
front-runners to take a shot 
at the presidency in 2016, but 
he was coy about any future 
aspirations Thursday.

Edmontonians with deep 
pockets will be seeing them 
tapped over the coming 
years, with the Milner Li¬ 
brary, the Telus World of 
Science and the Winspear 
Centre all looking for phil¬ 
anthropic cash. 

City councillors ap¬ 
proved funding for all three 
projects on Tuesday, but the 
library is looking to raise 
$10 million from donors, 
the science centre $7.5 mil¬ 
lion and the Winspear is 
seeking $14 million from 
the community. 


Alan Nursall, president 
and CEO of the science cen¬ 
tre, said they aren’t overly 
concerned about being in a 
cluster of projects. 

“The reality is there are 
big fundraising campaigns 
going on in the city all at 
the time,” he said. “There’s 
never a time when you have 
the fundraising field to 
yourself, that’s just the real 
world.” 

Library CEO Linda Cook 
said they had an outside 
consultant do a feasibility 
study that confirmed, even 
in a competitive market, 
they could raise the cash. 

“They were very aware of 
the other fundraising pro¬ 
jects,” she said. 

Cook said with the city’s 
support they can move 
ahead with fundraising. She 
said the library is always 
fundraising for something, 
but they will need a special 
effort for this project. 


“We always knew that 
if Milner got approved we 
would have a separate fund¬ 
raising effort just for Mil¬ 
ner,” she said. 

Cook said they’re con¬ 
fident they will get the 
support for the project, be¬ 
cause the library is such an 
integral part of the city’s 
core. 

“This one is going to 
make such a difference it is 
going to completely change 
how this library will look 
on the square.” 

Coun. Scott McKeen who 
supported all three pro¬ 
jects, said he believes the 
fundraising will be achiev¬ 
able. 

“This is an incredibly 
philanthropic and wealthy 
city — we don’t often think 
of it,” he said. “I suspect 
that they will pleasantly 
surprise the cynics in the 
media.” 

Nursall said he sees coun¬ 


cil’s support very much as a 
challenge. 

“Now the ball is clearly 
in our court, we have to 
meet the city’s expectations 
and do the things we said 
we were going to do.” 


Analysis 


The Milner renovation 
is expected to start 
construction in 2016 
with a tentative opening 
in 2018. It will replace 
aging mechanical sys¬ 
tems as well as reface 
the building with more 
windows. 

The Telus project in¬ 
cludes major renovations 
of some of the existing 
science galleries and the 
Margaret Zeilder Star 
theatre.

City administration will still 
have to work through how 
exactly the 102 Avenue bike 
lane will work with LRT plans, 
following Wednesday’s an¬ 
nouncement of funding dedi¬ 
cation from council for the 
downtown bike route. 

Dollars for the bike lane 
don’t mean the planned bike 
route will necessarily get 
hurried up since the city just 
finished step two of a six-step 
consultation plan, but city of¬ 
ficials say they’re looking at 
how the approved bike route 
will fit in to the downtown 
development. 

“As the concept plan al¬ 


ways showed, the 102 Avenue 
bike lane is going to be in con¬ 
junction with the LRT. We’re 
still reviewing how that’s go¬ 
ing to work but it’s still part 
of the plan,” said Catherine 
Kloczkowslci, transportation 
planning spokesperson. 

She added the city is look¬ 
ing at the streets that inter¬ 
sect with 102 Avenue as part 
of the “jigsaw puzzle” which 
needs to be worked out as a 
result of the plotted Valley 
Line LRT. 

“We’re looking at the 
downtown area holistically to 
make sure eveiything works 
and everything kicks together 
in the plan,” she said. 

How it all works together 
is something Edmontonians 
want to have their say. City 
officials say they’ve had above 
average response to their on¬ 
line survey for 102 Avenue.

Zero Tolerance for 
Barbaric Cultural 
Practices Act. Bill seeks 
to keep polygamists 
out of country, prevent 
forced marriages 


The need for — and even the 
name of — a new Conservative 
bill aimed at barring polygam¬ 
ous and forced marriages came 
under fire Thursday in the Sen¬ 
ate. 

Bill S-7, entitled the “Zero 
Tolerance for Barbaric Cultural 
Practices Act,” amends immi¬ 
gration and criminal laws with 
the aim of keeping polygamists 
out of Canada and preventing 
women and girls from being 
married against their will. 

“We wish we could say in 
the Canada of 2014 that these 
were no longer challenges for 
us domestically,” Immigration 
Minister Chris Alexander told 
the Senate human-rights com¬ 
mittee. “But as we know from 
communities across the coun¬ 
try and from the daily fact of 
violence against women, there 


remain challenges, and we re¬ 
main duty-bound to act against 
them.” 

Conservative Sen. Raynell 
Andreychuk raised concerns, 
however, that the govern¬ 
ment’s stated goal of com¬ 
bating violence risks being 
overshadowed by the bill’s dra¬ 
matic title. 

However, Alexander de¬ 
fended the name. The fact it 
has generated debate means 
it’s already doing its job, he 
argued. 

“What is a barbaric prac¬ 
tice? It is a practice that is 
unacceptable; it is a practice 
that involves violence that is 
in many respects indiscrimin¬ 
ate, gratuitously meted out, 
behind closed doors, where 
women and girls are defence¬ 
less, whereby whole families 
conspire to ensure underage 
women lie about their age, 


take part in a forced marriage,” 
he said. 

Andreychuk later said if 
the government does believe 
violence against women is ad¬ 
dressed by the title of the bill, 
she is satisfied with it. 

The new law would deny 
entry to Canada to those seek¬ 
ing to practise polygamy, 
which is illegal in this country. 

It would also require “free 
and enlightened consent to 
marriage” and sets a federal 
minimum age for marriage at 
16. 

It also makes it an offence 
for anyone younger than that 
to be taken out of Canada to be 
married elsewhere. 

This is a reference to the po¬ 
lygamous community of Boun¬ 
tiful, B.C., where it’s believed 
teenage girls are shuttled back 
and forth to the U.S. for mar¬ 
riage.

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Brothers jailed for

Impact ‘devastating’ 

Two 17 -year-olds 
harassed girl, 14 , 
demanding sexually 
explicit images 


Two Manitoba brothers have 
been sentenced to 16 months 
in jail after what a judge 
called a “relentless attack” 
of cyberbullying and sexual 
exploitation designed to “ex¬ 
ploit, demean and humiliate” 
a 14-year-old girl. 

Judge Donald Slough said a 
friend of the brothers met the 
girl on Faceboolc a year ago. 
In his written sentence re¬ 
leased Thursday, Slough said 
the man told the victim to 
send him nude pictures or “he 
would do something to her.” 

When she sent him a pic¬ 
ture of her exposed breasts, 
the man demanded she send 
more explicit pictures or he 
would send her nude picture

still has extreme anxiety, 
the judge wrote.

to eveiyone in the commun¬ 
ity, Slough said. She complied. 

The brothers, who were 
17 at the time and cannot be 
named, found out about the 
pictures and started harass¬ 
ing the victim, Slough said. 

“The communication was 
intense and relentless, occur¬ 
ring both day and night,” the 
judge wrote. “The accused, 
acting in tandem, alternative¬ 
ly flattered and abused the 
victim, demanding progres¬ 


sively more explicit images; 
instructing the victim as to 
what sexual acts she was to 
perform and digitally record.” 

The brothers distributed 
the photos through social 
media, Slough said. 

The brothers were ar¬ 
rested in May and pleaded 
guilty to four charges includ¬ 
ing sexual touching and pos¬ 
session and distribution of 
child pornography. 

Slough said the impact 
on the 14-year-old has been 
“devastating and long-last¬ 
ing.” The girl went “from 
being happy to being deeply 
troubled.” 

Experts say this kind of 
“sextortion” is becoming 
more common. The Can¬ 
adian Centre for Child Pro¬ 
tection recently warned it is 
seeing an alarming increase 
in the number of teens who 
are sharing sexual images 
of themselves and then be¬ 
ing extorted, sometimes for 
money, the Canadian press

enacted, B.C. says 

British Columbia’s govern¬ 
ment says it has taken 
action on 75 per cent of the 
recommendations made 
two years ago after a public 
inquiiy into the Robert 
Pickton serial killings. 

Attorney General 
Suzanne Anton says the 
actions are helping vulner¬ 


able women and include 
expanding cellphone service 
along the so-called Highway 
of Tears, a remote stretch 
of northern highway where 
women have disappeared. 

Anton says the govern¬ 
ment has also passed legisla¬ 
tion that helps police find 
missing people and some 
of the children of missing 
and murdered women have 
already received $50,000 
compensation payments. 

Pickton was convicted in 


2007 of the second-degree 
murders of six women and 
was sentenced to life in 
prison, although he admit¬ 
ted to killing 49 women and 
the DNA or remains of 33 
were found on his farm. 

A commission of inquiiy 
into the Pickton case made 
63 recommendations in 
December 2012, including 
funding a 24-hour centre 
in Vancouver’s Downtown 
Eastside for sex workers.

“We hope that anyone,

Middleton 
said extreme messaging is a 
hallmark of PETA advertising 
and often only mobilizes the 
group’s hardcore supporters. 

In 2003, PETA ran an ad 
campaign comparing the 
treatment of Jews in the Holo¬ 
caust to the treatment of ani¬ 
mals on factory farms. 

Meanwhile, PETA said it’s 
in “negotiations” with five

companies to run the new ad. 
Four of those companies, how¬ 
ever, either don’t have bill¬ 
boards in the Hamilton area or 
didn’t know about the request 
when contacted by Metro. 


Randy Otto, president of 
Pattison Outdoor, one of the 
companies PETA said it has 
contacted, was unaware of the 
proposal. He wouldn’t com¬ 
ment on whether his company 
would run that kind of ad but 
said Pattison is a member 
of Ad Standards Canada and 
abides by its rules. 

Ad Standards Canada ad¬ 
ministers a national advertis¬ 
ing code of conduct, which in 
part prohibits ads that under¬ 
mine human dignity. 

Earlier this week, Ham¬ 


ilton’s Kaling Wald pleaded 
guilty to a charge of failing to 
notify police that her husband’s 
corpse was in their home. 

Peter Wald had diabetes 
and died about six months 
ago after his left foot became 
infected. He had refused to go 
to hospital, believing instead 
that God would cure him, ac¬ 
cording to court records.

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Chimp not entitled 
to human freedoms

Appeals court affirms 
that chimpanzees 
do not deserve basic 
rights such as freedom 
from imprisonment 


A chimpanzee is not entitled 
to the rights of a human and 
does not have to be freed by 
its owner, a New York appeals 
court ruled Thursday. 

The three-judge Appellate 
Division panel was unani¬ 
mous in denying legal per- 
sonhood to Tommy, who lives 
alone in a cage. 

A trial-level court had 
previously denied the Non¬ 
human Rights Project’s effort 
to have Tommy released. The 
group’s lawyer, Steven Wise, 
told the appeals court in Oc¬ 
tober that the chimp’s living 
conditions are akin to a per¬ 
son in unlawful solitary con¬ 
finement. 

Wise argued that animals 
with human qualities, such as

chimps, deserve basic rights, 
including freedom from 
imprisonment. He has also 
sought the release of three 
other chimps in New York 
and said he plans similar 
cases in other states. 

But the mid-level appeals 
court said there is no preced¬ 
ent for treating animals as 
persons and no legal basis. 

“So far as legal theoiy is 
concerned, a person is any be¬ 
ing whom the law regards as 
capable of rights and duties,” 
the judges wrote. “Needless 


to say, unlike human beings, 
chimpanzees cannot bear any 
legal duties, submit to societ¬ 
al responsibilities or be held 
legally accountable for their 
actions.” 

That, they ruled, makes 
it “inappropriate” to grant 
the rights of a human to the 
animal. 

The Nonhuman Rights 
Project said it will appeal to 
the state’s top court, citing 
other New York appeals-court 
rulings it says are at odds 
with Thursday’s decision. 

Tommy’s owner, Patrick 
Laveiy, said Thursday he was 
pleased and expected the rul¬ 
ing. 

Tommy, believed to be 
about 40 years old, is a for¬ 
mer entertainment chimp 
who was placed with Lav¬ 
eiy about 10 years ago. Lav¬ 
eiy said Tommy is cared for 
under strict state and federal 
licence rules. 

The court noted there have 
been no claims that Tommy 
has been mistreated or any 
of those rules have been vio¬ 
lated.

President Marc Morial said the 
lack of an indictment in the 
death of Eric Gamer was “a 
travesty of justice.” 

The decision Wednesday not 
to bring charges against Officer 
Daniel Pantaleo triggered pro¬ 
tests around the countiy and 
sent thousands into New York’s 
streets, where they marched, 
chanted and blocked traffic. 


Police said 83 people were ar¬ 
rested, mostly on disorderly 
conduct charges. 

Pataleo’s lawyer and police 
union officials argued that the 
grand juiy got it right, saying 
that the officer used an author¬ 
ized takedown move — not a 
banned chokehold — against a 
man who was resisting arrest. 
And they said Gamer’s poor 
health was the main cause of 
his death. 

About 20 civil rights lead¬ 
ers met behind closed doors 
Thursday at the Rev. A1 Sharp- 
ton’s National Action Network 
headquarters. Sharpton said a 
civil rights summit will be held 
following a Dec. 13 march in 
Washington. He said the topics 
will include education and boy¬ 
cotts. 

The Gamer case — com¬ 
bined with the decision by a 
grand juiy last week not to 
charge the white officer who 
shot and killed unarmed black 
18-year-old Michael Brown in 
Ferguson, Mo. — stirred a na¬ 
tional conversation about race, 


police training and the grand 
juiy process. 

Gamer, 43, died after a 
scuffle broke out July 17 as of¬ 
ficers tried to arrest him for sell¬ 


ing untaxed cigarettes on the 
street. The medical examiner 
mled that Pantaleo’s chokehold 
on Gamer contributed to his 
death, the associated press

Dollarama is facing rising costs, 
including higher minimum 
wages, new duties on imports 
and the inflationaiy impact of 
a lower Canadian dollar. 

“We’re hearing about even 
price increases on incoming 
inbound freight from the 
Orient,” CEO Larry Rossy said 
Thursday during a conference 
call to discuss third-quarter 
results. 

The Montreal-based retailer 
said labour costs are rising as 
five provinces have increased 
minimum wages by an average 
of 2.5 per cent and a lower 
loonie is driving the cost of im¬ 
ports that fill its store shelves 
higher. 

Costs are also expected to 
rise when tariffs increase on 
many imported products from 
China and other countries 
starting in Januaiy. 

Dollarama said it plans 
to offset the higher costs by 
improving its efficiency rather 
than cutting jobs. 

Despite the challenges, the 
discount retailer beat expecta¬ 
tions as its profits surged on 
improved same-store sales.

The Second Cup Ltd. has un¬ 
veiled a new-format store that 
includes a redesigned circular 
“slow bar” where patrons can 
plug in their personal electron¬ 
ics while they sit and watch 
servers work an array of high- 
end brewing machines. 

The new store at King and 
John streets — in Toronto’s 
theatre district — is part of 
the specialty coffee chain’s at¬ 
tempt to inject new life into a 
Canadian brand that has lan¬ 
guished in recent years. 

Among other things, the 
new-loolc Second Cup cafe has 
a steampunlc coffee and tea 
brewing system that the com¬ 
pany describes as “true theatre 
in motion.” 

It has also collaborated 
with Canadian artists to design 
special paper cups: Optimism 
by Matt Andres of British Col¬ 


umbia, Creativity from Adrian 
Forrow of Ontario, and Col¬ 
laboration by Zela Lobb from 
Quebec. 

The Mississauga, Ont.-based 
franchise company has been 
working for months to recover 
its position in the Canadian 
market, hiring Alix Box — 
who has held senior positions 
at Holt Renfrew and Starbucks 
— as its chief executive in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

Second Cup has been faced 
with increased competition in 
recent years from both high- 
end coffee retailers such as 
Starbucks and major restau¬ 
rant chains like Tim Hortons 
and McDonald’s. 

In the third quarter, it re¬ 
ported a $26.2 million loss — 
mostly due to a writedown of 
its trademarks’ value.

Lawsuit over 
toilet breaks 


Woik. Woman alleges 
pregnancy and gender 
discrimination after being 
told she was taking too 
many bathroom breaks 


An Oregon woman is suing 
her former high-tech em¬ 
ployer for more than 
$400,000 US, contending 
she was fired while preg¬ 
nant with her second child 
after being told she took too 
many restroom breaks. 

The suit filed in circuit 
court says Dawn Steckmann 
and other employees were 
never told they needed 
to clock out before using 
the restroom at Maxim 
Integrated Products, The 
Oregonian reported. The 
company makes wafers for 
wireless devices at its plant 
in the Portland suburb of 
Beaverton. 

Maxim lawyer Melissa 
Healy declined comment, 
citing the pending litiga¬ 
tion. 

The lawsuit alleges preg¬ 


nancy and gender discrimin¬ 
ation. 

It says when Steckmann 
was pregnant with her first 
child in 2011, she asked 
a supervisor whether she 
should go off the clock be¬ 
cause she was urinating 
more frequently, and was 
told that wasn’t necessary. 

During her second preg¬ 
nancy in 2013, restroom 
visits were more frequent 
because of a bladder condi¬ 
tion caused by her first preg¬ 
nancy, and “she would not 
even have had time to clock 
out to use the restroom 
without an accident,” the 
suit says. 

In June 2013, Steckmann 
was called to a meeting with 
her supervisor and a human 
resources manager who 
asked why she was not clock¬ 
ing out for restroom breaks. 
Her supervisor claimed he 
had told Steckmann she 
needed to clock out. The hu¬ 
man resources manager told 
Steckmann that for all he 
knew, she could be watching 
movies in the bathroom, ac¬ 
cording to the lawsuit.

Weighing rare bud’s protection vs. energy projects 


Efforts to conserve a strug¬ 
gling species of grouse that 
ranges across the Western 
U.S. are having far-reaching 
effects on the region’s energy 
industiy as the Obama admin¬ 
istration decides whether the 
bird needs more protections. 

Sales of leases on 8.1 mil¬ 


lion acres of federal oil and gas 
parcels — an area larger than 
Massachusetts and Rhode Is¬ 
land combined — are on hold 
because of worries that drill¬ 
ing could harm greater sage 
grouse, according to govern¬ 
ment data obtained by The 
Associated Press. 


The U.S. Bureau of Land 
Management’s delay on the 
parcels underscores just how 
much is at stake for an in¬ 
dustiy that finds its future 
inextricably intertwined with 
a bird once known primarily 
for its elaborate mating dis- 
play. 


The grouse’s huge range, 
covering portions of 11 states 
and an area more than four 
times as big as New England, 
includes vast oil, gas and coal 
reserves and the best type of 
windy, open country for de¬ 
veloping wind power.

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Why Barry Lyndon may be Kubrick’s best film 


Movie breakdown. 
While it was initially 
met with indifference, 
this drama is now 
receiving its due praise

Despite Stanley Kubrick’s un¬ 
touchable reputation, his films 
have always been greeted with 
at least some hostility. 

Bany Lyndon had it worse 
than most. It was met with po¬ 
lite indifference. 

A languid costume drama 
sandwiched in between two 
hard-R barnburners (A Clock¬ 
work Orange and The Shining), 
it has generally been treated 
like a fat cultural vegetable — 
something to watch out of ne¬ 
cessity, not fun. 

The tide has shifted in the 
last decade or so. Now it’s the 
dark horse in the director’s 
oeuvre — the cool, hip pick, 
championed by the likes of 
Martin Scorsese. This acclaim is 
justly deserved. 

It’s among Kubrick’s tricki¬ 
est and most subtle works, as 
well as just as radical a work in 
duration and hypnotic snail-pa¬ 
cing as 2001: A Space Odyssey. 

It’s a po-faced take on a 
jaunty picaresque romp by 
William Makepeace Thaclceiy, 
transforming a snickering com¬ 


edy into a tragedy, all while re¬ 
taining a satirical tone of know¬ 
ing bemusement. 

It also may be Kubrick’s 
most complicated portrayal of 
an unlilceable protagonist — a 
type in which he loved to trade. 

Redmond Barry, Barry Lyn¬ 
don’s hero, played by Ryan 
O’Neal, is fully on the anti- side 
— an Irish commoner-tumed- 
rogue, who schemes his way 
into a fortune, only to lose it 
through hubris. Among his 
acts are becoming a gambling 
cheat, romancing a Lady pure¬ 
ly to obtain (and nearly blow 
through) her fortune, and treat¬ 
ing her son terribly. 

And yet it’s impossible to 
totally hate him. That’s in part 
due to some veiy subtle ma¬ 
nipulations, most of them done 
in the first half. 

Barry Lyndon is equipped 
with an omniscient, wry narra¬ 
tor (the great Michael Hordern) 
who diyly comments on the 
action, wittily mocking those 
who think they’ve got a grip 
on their fortunes by alluding to 
failures to come. 

But the narrator remains 
deeply empathic towards Red¬ 
mond’s plight. The many back¬ 
slides that befall Redmond are 
described by the narrator as 
ones that befall us all. 

Kubrick is often chastised 
for his clinical tone, and Bany 
Lyndon was raked over the 
coals for being especially dis¬ 
tant. It’s not clear if those lodg¬ 
ing these complaints snored

through the film’s handful of 
nakedly gutting set pieces. 

No other Kubrick film con¬ 
tains as devastating a scene as 
the one where Redmond, bare¬ 
ly able to hold back tears, re¬ 
gales his about-to-die son, felled 
by a horse accident, of a tall 
version of his militaiy victories, 
while a Schubert piece further 
jostles about our emotions. 

In an excellent episode of 
the podcast The Cinephiliacs, 


the critic Bilge Ebiri elucidated 
upon the crafty ways the narra¬ 
tion plays with the characters. 

It reveals their downfalls be¬ 
fore they know it’s even a pos¬ 
sibility, and notes, in the final 
text screen, that “good or bad, 
handsome or ugly, rich or poor, 
they are all equal now.” (Ebiri 
also points out that even the 
narrator is upstaged: When he 
starts reading an obituaiy, he’s 
interrupted by the intermission 


and never gets to complete his 
words.) 

But Lyndon goes farther 
than even that. The narrator 
feigns omniscience and even 
points out how he knows 
things that no one remem¬ 
bers. Of a minor skirmish in 
the Seven Years’ War, he quips, 
“Though this encounter is not 
recorded in any histoiy books, 
it was memorable enough for 
those who took part.” 


But our guide isn’t so god¬ 
like, and after Redmond, re 
duced to one leg and an annual 
pittance, leaves the Lyndons’ 
lives, he remarks that data 
on the remainder of his life is 
sketchy, barely known. It’s a re¬ 
minder that fife is fleeting and 
at best most of us will be re¬ 
membered as a mere statistic, if 
that. If you don’t make the his¬ 
toiy books, you might as well 
never have existed at all.

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WWII hero saved millions, but few know his name 



The Imitation Game. 
Alan Turing invented a 
computer that cracked 
Nazi codes and helped 
Allies win the war, but 
he was arrested and

Mathematician, statistician 
and early computer scientist 
Alan Turing was a British war 
hero, but no one knew until 
years later because no one 
was supposed to know. 

Under the cloak of secrecy 
at Bletchley Hall, the U.K.’s 
cypher and spy school, he in¬ 
vented the electromagnetic 
machine. It was an early com¬ 
puter that broke the German 
Enigma code and intercepted 
militaiy messages, assuring 
an Allied victoiy. 

When Turing’s work was 
finally revealed, Sir Winston 
Churchill called it “the great¬ 
est single contribution to the 
Allied victoiy over the Nazis.” 


Turing may have saved 
millions of lives and short¬ 
ened the war by two to four 
years, but he was arrested for 
being gay, a crime in the U.K. 
until 1967, and was forced 
into chemical castration. It 
led to his early death in 1952. 

Benedict Cumberbatch 
plays the tragic hero in 
Morten Tyldum’s The Imita¬ 
tion Game, with Matthew 
Goode and Allen Leech as his 
Bletchley Park colleagues. 
They hope to bring Turing’s 
heroism to a new generation. 

“There are huge amounts 
of people that don’t know 
about him,” says Cumber- 
batch. “And (they are) even 
more important than those 
who do — people who appre¬ 
ciate what he achieved and 
stood for, both as a gay icon 
and as a genius who basically 
was at the forefront of the 
birth of the computer age and 
a war hero. 

“The number of people 
who don’t know about him, 
or only have a scant idea of 
him, is in extraordinary pro¬ 
portion to his achievements 
and what he endured in his 
life. So my kind of weight 
and responsibility tends to¬ 


wards wanting this to get to 
as broad an audience as pos¬ 
sible.” 

Turing is portrayed as be¬ 
ing a loner and difficult to 


work with, perhaps for fear 
of being outed. Goode and 
Leech found that their real 
life counterparts, Hugh Alex¬ 
ander and John Cairncross, 


were wary of him. 

“He’s not the easiest man 
to like, which is something I 
liked about Benedict’s acting 
choices,” says Goode. 


Secret quest 


There was plenty the cast 
wasn’t privy to when 
researching The Imitation 
Game. “Bletchley Park was 
shrouded in secrecy and 
the characters we played 
were the most secretive of 
all,” explains Allen Leech. 
“So a lot of the information 
would have been destroyed 
and, even when we did 
approach people who had 
worked there, they still, 70 
years on, weren’t prepared 
to speak about it.” 


Cumberbatch, Goode and 
Leech agree Turing was dealt 
an unfair hand but feel the 
film is a celebration of his life 
and work. 

“Not just the Enigma 
Code, but about this man 
and the team around him — 
this incredible man who has 
never been given the proper 
accolades he deserves,” says 
Leech. 

“It’s a celebration of why 
different is good, why differ¬ 
ent can win a World War,” 
Goode adds. 
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Captain Martin Crieff, Cabin Pressure 

As a young pilot with more passion than skill for 
flying, Cumberbatch is the 
earnest straight man of the 
BBC radio comedy Cabin Pres¬ 
sure, which will arrive at the 
end of its alphabetical journey 
with a Christmas special this 
month. He plays the overeager, 
rule-happy heart of a small 
private charter firm of one jet 
and a supporting cast who love 
him almost as much as they 
love to make fun of him.

David, Wreckers 

Trees are never the only thing that’s shady in the 
English countiyside. The idea that those who go to the

But as soon as they 
arrive, Cumberbatch be¬ 
comes less devoted husband 
and more a product of the 
abuse and incest that perme¬ 
ate the town — and his rela¬ 
tionship with his brother.

personal agenda when 
it was revealed that he 
was merely trying to free 
his crew, who had been 
imprisoned by a Starfleet 
officer. Cumberbatch 
goes from fuiy to tears as 
Khan is revealed to have 
been manipulated into 
killing in the name of 
keeping the peace. 


The Creature, Frankenstein 

Over the course of Danny Boyle’s stage adaptation of 
Frankenstein, Cumberbatch’s Creature struggles with 
being made of human parts but knowing little of what 
it means to be one. The Creature rejoices and struggles 
with, in 
equal meas¬ 
ure, himself, 
the world 
and his cre¬ 
ator, veering 
between 
love and 
fear, leading 
him to the 
most human 
act of all: 
revenge. 


Christopher Tietjens, Parade’s End 

Cumberbatch has described his character in this First 
World War drama as the one he’s most attached to. 
Christopher Tietjens is a simple man who values 

tradition and lives life by 
the rules, in his duty as a 
soldier and as a husband 
to a manipulative Reb¬ 
ecca Hall (The Prestige). 
It’s a philosophy that 
makes his encounter 
with a suffragette and all 
that a new life with her 
would entail fraught with 
anticipation. This one 
made more than a few 
stiff upper lips quiver, 
and earned Cumberbatch 
an Emmy nod.

“People can smell things that are contrived a mile away” says Dallas Smith 
about refusing to dress the part of a cowboy as part of his country singing act.

Interview. Singer 
Dallas Smith finds 
success in staying true 
to himself and not 
picking up personas 


If you’re waiting for Dallas 
Smith — erstwhile Default 
frontman turned fast-rising 
idol of Canadian country — 
to begin pandering to Nash¬ 
ville stereotypes, well, you’re 
wasting your time. 

“People can smell things 
that are contrived a mile 
away,” the 36-year-old Lang¬ 
ley, B.C., native said this week 
in a telephone interview. 
“That’s why you’ll never see 
me in a cowboy hat. It’s just 
not me. It’s not who I am. 
People can smell that. 

“I’m glad I didn’t tiy to 
pretend I’m something I’m 
not.” 

The authentic approach 
has certainly seemed to work 
thus far for Smith, who’s now 
carried eight different tunes 
to the Top 10 of Canada’s 
country singles chart. 

He has just released his 
polished sophomore effort 
Lifted, a concise compila¬ 
tion of rollicking good-time 
country where the guitars are 
heavy and the lyrical themes 
are always light. The release 
comes 13 years after Smith’s 
first act, when he led sludgy 
post-grungers Default to plat¬ 
inum sales on both sides of 


the border with the hit single 
Wasting My Time. 

As he prepares for a Can¬ 
adian tour in Januaiy and just 
wrapped a performance at 
Sunday’s Grey Cup in Vancou¬ 
ver, Smith talked about leav¬ 
ing songwriting to the profes¬ 
sionals and missing his infant 
daughter on the road. 

Your vocals really stand 
out on Lifted, especially if 
you compare them to your 
work with Default. What’s 
changed in your singing? 

I’ve learned that it’s OK to 
fail. I’m trying new things. 


If you listen back to it, it 
sounds ridiculous what I’m 
doing sometimes, but I try 
to find my voice and emote 
differently. 

With the Default stuff, 

I was so afraid of making 
mistakes as a singer — so I 
was technically good, but all 
those neat mistakes and the 
cracks and the pops and the 
things you don’t mean to do, 
those are the great moments 
in a vocal take. I’ve learned 
to let that stuff go. Don’t 
worry about sounding like an 
ass — something cool might 
come out of it.

If someone on your Christmas 
list has asked for a honking fat 
box set of TV shows or movies, 
it’s because they understand 
that Christmas isn’t just the 
holly, jolly holiday near the end 
of the year, but the last time to 
stockpile entertainment for a 
long, tedious winter. 

The big score this season 
is undoubtedly Breaking 
Bad: The Complete Series 
(Sony), which comes pack¬ 
aged in a little chemical barrel 
(see picture) with a printed epi¬ 
sode guide, something called 
a “commemorative challenge 
coin” and an apron from Los 
Polios Hermanos, Gustavo 
Fring’s meth-brewing front 
business. Bonus material in¬ 
cludes a two-hour documentaiy 
on the show, character profiles 
of Walt, Hank, Marie, Saul, 
Jesse and Skyler, and more. 

Another cable series that 
recently completed its run is 
True Blood, which HBO is re¬ 
leasing in a complete series set 
that includes the secret files of 
Vamp Camp, and an interactive 
feature that helps you untangle 




the complicated relationships 
between characters both before 
and during its seven seasons. 

For shut-ins of a certain gen¬ 
eration, the top of their wish- 
list is probably occupied by 
Pee-Wee’s Playhouse: The 
Complete Series (Shout Fac- 
toiy), the giddy and abidingly 
strange “is it really a children’s 
TV show?” that was a favourite 
of Generation X during its mid- 
to-late ’80s run. All forty-five 
episodes are here, as well as 
bonus features on the making 
of the show, the music, and 
reminiscences by actors and 
fans. 

If any vintage TV series has 
an appeal that crosses gen¬ 
erations, though, it would be 
the original Batman starring 
Adam West as the caped cru¬ 
sader. Available piecemeal over 
the years in often inferior dubs, 
this is the definitive version 
from Warner Home Video with 
all 120 original episodes as they 
aired between 1966 and 1968. 
Special features have titles like 
Hanging with Batman, Holy 
Memorabilia Batman! and 
Na Na Na Batman. 

Fans of British TV will have 
their weekends colonized by 
box sets like Dr. Who: The 
Matt Smith Years (BBC) and 
Downton Abbey: Seasons 
1-4 (PBS) and the Sherlock 
gift set from BBC Home Video 
that includes all three seasons 
so far, another disc of special 
features and a pair of match¬ 
ing decorative busts of Ben¬ 
edict Cumberbatch’s Holmes 
and Martin Freeman’s Watson.

While some denigrate the use 
of artificial turf at the Women’s 
World Cup, Canada’s English 
coach John Herdman pragmat¬ 
ically sees it as an advantage. 

The Canadian women have 
stayed out of the fray, for the 
most part. 

Players behind a legal chal¬ 
lenge surrounding the artificial 
surface elected not to involve 
the Canadians, given that the 
Canadian Soccer Association 
doubles as the 2015 tourna¬ 


ment’s organizing committee. 

Herdman says he and his 
staff have tried to keep the chat¬ 
ter about the legal challenge 
out of sight and out of mind. 

“Pretty much all our home 
matches over the last two years 
have been on turf. 

“So it’s not a shock. It’s a 
consistent surface for our play¬ 
ers. There are definite pros of 
doing it. There are also cons 
in many people’s mind. But I 
think what’s been great about 
our players (is) they just ac¬ 


cepted the challenge and said, 
‘Look, we’ll become turf ex¬ 
perts. We’ll become experts at 
playing on turf and we’ll use 
that as one of our home advan¬ 
tages over the opponents who 
may have a mindset and be 
stuck on other things.’” 

The lawyer for the women 
challenging artificial turf kept 
the pressure up Thursday ahead 
of Saturday’s tournament draw 
by releasing another letter to 
FIFA secretaiy-general Jerome 
Valclce. 


Unable to get the FIFA exec¬ 
utive to talk to players via a con¬ 
ference call, lawyer Hampton 
Dellinger sent a ‘Top 10 list of 
pressing questions.’ 

No. 3 reads “How can you 
justify playing the World Cup 
final at Vancouver’s BC Place 
on a surface that players have 
likened to concrete?” 

The letter also questions the 
credentials and connections of 
FIFA consultants and experts as 
well as the difference between 
prize money at the men’s and 
women’s tournaments. 

A group of top female play¬ 
ers has filed a challenge in the 
Human Rights Tribunal of On¬ 
tario, arguing that playing on 
artificial turf at the Women’s 
World Cup is discriminatoiy be¬ 
cause the men play their show¬ 
case tournament on grass.

“Excellent candidates 
have come forward and 
while there is no firm 
deadline for naming the 
next commissioner, the 
process is going well,” 
Lawson said in a state¬ 
ment. 

In August, Cohon an¬ 
nounced he wouldn’t seek 
a contract extension to 
remain on the job after his 
current deal ended. The 
48-year-old Chicago native 
succeeded Tom Wright as 
CFL commissioner in 2007 
and signed a three-year 
contract extension in

Michael Saunders used to 
daydream about playing 
for the Toronto Blue Jays.

A day after Toronto ac¬ 
quired the Canadian out¬ 
fielder in a deal with the 
Seattle Mariners, Saunders 
spoke about getting the op¬ 
portunity to ply his trade on 
home soil. 

“I think it was more of 
a storybook ending for me 
if you would, like, ‘One day 
it would be really cool if I 
was able to wear a Blue Jays 
uniform,’” Saunders said on 
a conference call Thursday. 



“There’s 30 teams and the 
chances are slim that that 
would actually happen. 

“I’m honoured to be able 
to wear a Blue Jay uniform 
and I’m very proud of that.” 

The Victoria native, who 
spent 10 years with the 
Seattle organization, played 
for Canada at the World 
Baseball Classic in 2013 
and said he understands the 


burden that comes with 
playing north of the 
border. 

“I’m a proud Canadian,” 
said the 28-year-old, who 
cheered for the Blue Jays 
and Mariners growing up. 
“If I was to get traded to a 
team I couldn’t pick a bet¬ 
ter one than Toronto. 

“I’m extremely excited 
to play for the Blue Jays, 
but it’s not just about 
representing the Blue Jays, 
it’s about representing my 
country.” 

Saunders hit .273 with 
eight home runs and 34 
RBIs in 78 games last season 
while battling joint inflam¬ 
mation in his right shoulder 
and a strained left oblique. 

It’s expected Saunders 
will take over in left field 
for Mellcy Cabrera, who 
declined the Blue Jays’ 
$15.3-million US qualifying 
offer last month and is a 
free agent.
